A review of the file in the captioned matter in the New Haven 
Division reflects that IRVING RlYWEINGARTEN, in interview by 
the ,New._York Division on~l/27/65, stated 'that he met RICH at 
Cambridge, Mass., in 1943 and had previously known him as a 
member of the Young Communist League (YCL) at the College of 
the City of New York (CCNY) • In 1943 RICH was at the Harvard 
Underwater Sound Laboratory and WEINGARTEN was attending a 
radio course as a member of the Army Air Corps at Harvard-MIT. 
Both men attended a dinner in the nature of a farewell at a 
Chinese restaurant in Boston in May, 1943. WEINGARTEN alleged 
that after leaving the restaurant on the above occasion, 

RICH mentioned to WEINGARTEN that he could send to a Russian 
officer any information that WEINGARTEN could obtain for him. 
Although WEINGARTEN agreed, he never saw or heard from RICH again..

In interview on 2/2/65^*yi^IN^J^T^ stated that at the above 
dinner there were First Lieutenant ADRIAN BLUMENFELD and CRAIG 
REYNOLDS and their wives, together with one FNU GOLDFIELD, who 
had also attended CCNY. GOLDFIELD and RICH were the only 
civilians present and were the only ones known to WE INGA 
as leftists, ^n this occasion WEIN 
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on 3/4/65, WEINGARTEN denied approaches by anyone other 
than RICH. He related that RICH had stated that he or 
someone else mould contact WEINGARTEN but no follow-up 
ensued. He related that GOLDFIELD and RICH were both TCL 
members at CCNY. He claimed inability to recall names of 
persons in his CP groups, places of meetings or other data. 


On 4/8/65, -WEINGARTEN-declined^further. interviews^ for t^e_ 
present, stating that he was not feeling wel l, had left home 
and was staying with his parents for a rest.

On 4/2/65, WEINGARTEN telephonically contacted the New York 
Office and in an excited condition stated tlit he had furnished 
all information in his possession an d desired no further intervie ws 
He added ^tha±__he had left his wife. 



WEINGARTEN stated that he had known RICH only as a YCL member 
and not as a CP member. He stated that RICR's approach to 
him was probably based on the fact that RICH had known him to 
be a CP member. There had been no preliminary approach to 
WEINGARTEN by RICH or any other person previous to the one by 
RICH in Hay, 1943. The proposition by RICH, according to 
— WEINGARTEN, was "out of “the blue"; 

HAX^ITCHER, a witness at the trial of MORTON SOBELL^nd 
'' JULIUS ROSENBERG, advised in July, 1950, that RICH had be^ a 
leftist at CCNY and dxhibited the same tendencies at Washington, 
D.C., in 1938 or 1939while residing at 15 16 Del afield Place^ 
and employed by the Navy Board of Ordinance." RICH was 
described by ELITCHER as a "progressive" but not known to be 
a CP member. ELITCHER, RICH and another persont: occupied an 
apartment at the above address for a short time. According to 
ELITCHER, someone (possibly SOBELL) later stated about 1945 
that RICH had deviated from his leftist viewpoint. ELITCHER 
speculated that it was possible that RICH gave up his leftist 
associates to engage in espionage. 
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RICH was interviewed on 8/28/50 by agents of the New Haven 
Division and stated that be bad known ROSENBERG and SOBELL 
at CCNT. When learning of their arrests, he felt that all 
persons ever associated with them would be interviewed, and 
that he was pleased to furnish any information in his possession. 
On 9/9/50, RICH admitted YCL membership at CCNY but denied 
being an officer or leading functionary of the group. He 
claimed that he discontinued his communistic sympathies after 
-/ graduation -in 1958. _ He .denied_ever_ Joining the CP or attending 
CP meetings. « .v

EDWARoWlLLHAN, of Baltimore^ was Interviewed on IVVSO and 
statdd That he had resided at 1316 Delafield Place, Washington, 
D.C.., in 1938. Be related that WILLIAM and SYLVIA DANZIGER, 
^SoBELL and RICH frequently discussed communism favorably 
and projected pro-communist views in their conversation. Either 
DANZIGER, SOBELL or RICH exhibited a YCL membership card on one 
occasion at Delafield Place. In this period, according to 
HILLMAN, RICH stated that if he ever developed subsonic waves 
he would say that the Russians got the Information as well as 
the Navy Department. He heard nothing further concerning this 
statement from RICH or other persons and could not be certain 
that RICH was serious at the time. He could not recall the 
circumstances of the remark or whether others were present when 
it* was made . 




Prosecution of RICH was instituted by the Department of Justice 
on 10/1/57 for failure to disclose YCL membership or membership 
in the Steinmetz Club at CCNY on a Personnel Security Questionnaire 
executed 8/28/50. 

RICH gave a sworn statement to the Office of Special 
Investigations on 9/25/59 admitting membership in the 
Steinmetz Club of YCL in his senior year (1938) at CCNY but 
denied contact with communists since that time. He admitted . 

attendance with his family at a summer camp with left wing 
tendencies in 1942, but denied being aware of the nature of the 
camp until his arrival at the location. He claimed that he 
and bis wife detest communism, socialism and all forms of 
collectivism. . ' 

The New York Division suggested that the above named BLUMENFELD, 
REYNOLDS and GOLDFIELD be located and interviewed concerning the 
reported approach of RICH to IRVING WEINGARTEN. 
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ADR^i(N j BLUMENFELD was interviewed at New Y ork on 7/1/65. 

He stated that he was at Harvard-MIT in 1942-1943 and worked 
closely with WEINGARTEN, CRAIG REYNOLDS and two or three 
others. The group and their wives dined together frequently. 
BLUHENFELD had a faint recollection of a farewell dinner in 
Hay^ 1943, but could not recall the location or the identities 
of those present. He was unable to recall a dinner at a Chinese

in 1942-1943 and remembered ADRIAN BLUHENFELD and IRVING

location. He could recall no farewell dinner in Hay, 1943.

The only person possibly knowing of the association of WEINGARTEN 
and RICH at Cambridge, Hass., in 1943 is JOS^HjGOLBFIELD.

Although RICH has admitted YCL affiliation at CCNY in 1938 no 
evidence of CP membership on his part has been developed and 
such affiliation has been denied by RICH on nximerous occasions. 

It does not appear that interview of RICH at this time would be 
productive of fruitful results concerning an incident that 
reportedly occurred 22 years ago. No request for Bureau authority 
for interview of RICH is being made at this time and the case
